the whole proposi¬ 
tion is difficult of solution. 

Building construction, railway con¬ 
struction, farming, lumbering, min¬ 
ing, Ashing, shipping all are more or 
less seasonable. 

Naturally, the greater the risk, the 
more expensive insurance becomes, 
and a certain amount of unemploy¬ 
ment i^s almost inevitable amongst 
many classes of workers. - Others 
again, for example street workers, 
factory hands, etc., are twelve month 
people under ordinary conditions, 
and would not be anxious to shoulder 
the risks of other classes of labor. 

The practise in Great Britain is to 
pool the contributions of the various^ 
trades. But in this country, it is 
doubtful if the scheme would be 
workable, because of the great diver¬ 
sity of unemployment risk in the 
many occupations. 

Hon. Peter Heenan and all labor 
organizations, are studying the prob¬ 
lem carefully. It is admitted that 
climatic conditions make it a much 
more complicated problem than in 
other countries where it has been 
developed successfully. 

Minor stumbling blocks, such as 
encouraging men to “slack” can be 
discounted as the insurance would 
never be sufficiently attractive to 
lure men from normal wages. 

But confronting labor, is the fact 
that too much unemployment exists, 
and a remedy must be found.

POOR WHEAT PAYS 


The sale of frozen wheat at $1.13 
per bushel is a pretty attractive flg- 
naa. Feeding testa made at the La- 
combe, Alta., Experimental Station of 
the Department of Agriculture, 
shows that this can be done. Tests 
were made with four lots of hogs 
with varying rations of frozen wheat 
and frozen wheat fed with oat chop. 
A market value for frozen wheat 
ranging to $1.61 per bushel was 
shown by the test where oats were 
fed with the frozen wheat. The val¬ 
ue of grain fed in this way depends 
directly on the price of hogs. At 
current market prices frozen wheat 
ran be marketed through hogs at a 
price equivalent to No. 3 Northern.

LIKELY INSURANCE 


The Unemployment Insurance Sug¬ 
gested Quite Different from Dole 


The principle of unemployment in¬ 
surance, debated in the Dominion 
House, differs entirely from the 
“dole” system. The dole is poor re¬ 
lief. The unemployment insurance 
is merely insurance against out of 
work hazard. There are^rules gov¬ 
erning this, as clear cut as on any 
other policy. An unemployment pol¬ 
icy to be realized upon, demands that 
a certain weekly contribution be 
paid (this to be shared between em- 
*P,oyer and employer), that payments 
be maintained for a certain definite 
period and that the holder be genu¬ 
inely seeking work. 

Like other insurance, the payment 
made are based on the amount of the 
weekly premiums, and the amount of 
unemployment occurring in any in¬ 
dustry. If an industry were liable to 
seasonal, part time activity, the em¬ 
ployer and enyfioyee would naturally 
pay a higher premium, as the risks 
would be greater. 

It, is, a self-respecting safeguard 
and* represents outside assistance on¬ 
ly in the sense that the state and the 
employer would share with the work¬ 
er in the cost of insuring against oc¬ 
casional unemployment.
